Seniors  Maria  Norris,  Kyle  Marcolini,  Matt  Divoll 
and  Bridget  Moriarty,  all  members  of  the  North  Attle- 
boro High  School  Theatre  Company,  volunteered  their 
time  and  talent  for  this  year's  production.  As  students 
filed  outside,  they  were  greeted  by  a sobering  scene 
depicting  the  consequences  of  driving  under  the  influ- 
ence.

"Our  Town"  in  Our  Town  This  year's  fall  play  was  a far  cry  fronn  the  light-hearted  comedies  and  murder 
mysteries  usually  featured  in  the  Cobb  Theatre  in  November.  The  North  Attleboro  High  School  Theatre  Company 
took  a more  somber  route,  presenting  Thornton  Wilder's  "Our  Town".  A story  of  love  and  death,  this  play  proved 
a challenge  for  the  Company's  actors  and  actresses,  but  they  pulled  it  off  with  flying  colors.  Many  audience 
members  left  the  theatre  crying  after  both  performances,  and  many  freshmen  left  liking  the  play  a lot  more 
than  when  they  read  it  in  English  class. 

"Our  Town"  tells  the  sotry  of  ordinary  people  in  an  ordinary  town  - Grover's  Corners,  New  Hampshire,  at 
the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century.  The  play  focuses  around  Emily  Webb  and  George  Gibbs,  childhood  friends  who 
grow  to  love  each  other.  There  are  many  other  subplots  throughout  the  play  - George's  mother's  dreams  of  go- 
ing abroad,  church  organist  Simon  Stimson's  drinking  problem,  and  the  changing  of  a small  town's  life  as  simplic- 
ity makes  way  for  technology. 

The  cast  showcased  talent  from  every  grade.  The  Stage  Manager,  the  all-knowing  presence  who  narrates 
the  play,  was  played  by  sophomore  Joe  Marino.  Senior  Bridget  Moriarty  and  freshman  Connor  Bry  played  love- 
birds Emily  Webb  and  George  Gibbs,  respectively,  and  the  roles  of  their  parents  were  played  by  seniors  Tiffani 
Signorelli,  Becky  Gaffney  and  Bryce  Lipscomb  and  sophomore  Joe  Kain.

Tom  Bury  — N.A.H.S.  1981  (Deceased) 

It  would  be  lough  to  find  a high  school  athlete  who  loved  the  game  of  football  more  than  Tom  Bury.  His  love 
for  the  game  coupled  with  his  friendly  personality  made  Tom  a great  teammate  and  a coaches'  dream.  There  was 
never  a Rocketeer  football  player  who  worked  harder  on  the  praelice  field  and  performed  with  more  intensity  on 
game  day. 

Bury  was  the  king  pin  of  the  Big  Red  defense  during  the  1979  and  1980  seasons.  From  his  nose  guard  position 
his  quickness,  speed,  and  desire  led  a North  defense  which  allowed  an  average  of  8 points  per  game.  In  13  of 
those  20  games  Tom  and  his  defensive  males  allowed  one  touchdown  or  less. 

As  a junior  Tom  wasted  no  time  in  establishing  himself  as  one  of  the  areas  lop  defensive  players.  He  was 
outstanding  in  a 7-0  win  over  King  Philip  with  8 tackles  and  3 assists.  For  the  season  Bury  was  one  of  the  team's 
defensive  leaders  with  68  tackles  and  1 3 assi.sts. 

In  1980  Tom  returned  to  his  nose  guard  position  bigger,  stronger  and  loaded  with  confidence.  He  was 
immense  in  7-6  victories  over  both  King  Philip  and  Foxboro.  He  finished  his  high  school  career  with  another 
defensive  gem  against  Attleboro,  The  North  defense  led  by  Bury  slopped  the  Blue  Bombardiers  scoring  drive  to 
preserve  a 9-7  victory,  Tom  led  his  learn  in  1980  with  81  tackles  and  38  assists,  his  teammates  selected  him  as 
their  defensive  player  of  the  year. 

Tom  Bury  was  recognized  for  his  defensive  achievements  by  being  selected  to  both  the  Hockomock  and  Sun- 
Chronicle  All-Star  teams.  The  newspaper  described  Tom  as  one  of  the  most  talented  and  durable  defensive 
lineman  in  the  area.
